N the 2d inftant a Genouefe Caper, car- 
rying the Imperial Colours , brought a 
French Ship , laden with Corn, which 
fhe took in the Mediterranean, into Ci- 
vita Vecchia ; the Governour of which 
Place, at the Inftigation of the French Conful, fe- 
cur'd both the Veffels, and Cardinal Janfon pre- 
tends that the French Ship ought to be fet at Liber- 
ty, and the Commander of the Genouefe Punifh’d : 
But the Imperial Ambaffador has fent a Gentleman 
to Cardinal Paulucci , the Pope’s Secretary of State, 
to reprefent to him, that an Iinperial Caper ought 
to be allowed the fame liberty of Selling her Prize 
at Civita Vecchia, as the Chevalier Fourbin had of 
publickly expofing to Sale at Ancona, the Pillage 
_ which he brought from Croatia. The Cardinal de 
Medicis, Protector of the Affairs of France and Spain 
at this Court, having order’d the Emperor's Arms 
which were placed over his Palace Gate, on the 
right hand of the Pope’s, as thofe of Spain are on 
the left, to be taken down, and the Arms of France 
to be pur up in their ftead ; the Count de Lamberg 
the Emperor's Ambaffador, has printed a Manifefto 
inthe Nature of a Proteftation againft it, of which 
he has fent Copies to all the Cardinals by one of his 
Gentlemen, fetting forth that fuch a Proceeding is 
unlawful and null ; to the end it may not be cited 
as an Example of the Crown of France taking pre- 
cedency of the Crown of Spain, whenever that 
Crown may be poffefs'd by a rightful Succeffor of 
the Houfe of Auftria. 
From the Harlem Courant, dated Jan. 27. 
see, Jan. 5. The Pearl, a Zealand Caper, 
has fent in hither a French Bark Jaden with Wool 
and Dates, and bound from Tripoli in Barbary to 
Venice. On the 26th of December arriv’d here in 
21 days from Tunis, the Maria, an Englifh Ship 
commanded by Thomas Million ; and on the laft of 
the fame Month the..... Galley, Anth. Stephens 
Commander ; as did the Jofeph, Capt. Jacob Porter 
the day after ; the firft in 26, and the other in 27 
days from Falmouth. On the 2d of this Month ar- 
rived three Englifh Merchant Ships, one commanded 
by William ArMur, in 28 days from Penzance ; the 
Sun, John Perry from Sweden; the William and 
Mary, William Vicars from Falmouth. Yefterday 
came in the Clover Galley , Captain John Harvey 
from Falmouth. 
From the Harlem Courant, dated Jan. 30. 
Vienna, Jan.17. The Regiment of Dragoons of 
Count Schlick, which lately arriv’d here from Hun- 
gary, and laft Week paft in review ‘before the Em- 
sag at the Palace of Favorita, and was found to 
in very good condition and to confift of about 
1000 Men, Began their march on Monday laft for 
bo Auftria. Yefterday 300 Huffars of the Gar- 
rifon of Raab arriv’d here, which will likewife be 
fent into the Upper Auftria. Count Horn the Duke 
of Mecklenburg Swerin’s Minifter is gone from hence 
home, to finith a Treaty for 2 Regiments of Dra- 
goons which his Mafter has offer’d to put into the 


Emperor's Service. The Envoy of Denmark has 
1ven notice to this Court, that che Recruits for the 
anifh Forces in Italy are come into the Country of 
Odenburg ; whereupon an Imperial Commiffary is 
order’d to go to receive them. 

Heidelberg, Jan. 20. The Elector Palatine has or- 
der’d the Caftle of this City to be fitted up for the 
reception ef his Mother, who is to remore hither 
from Newburg on the Danube, which ’tis believ'd 
Count Monafterole, with the Bavarians that he has 
drawn together thereabouts,intends to Attack. Mean. 
time Baron Iffelbach, Governour of that Place, is 
i the neceffary Provifions for the defence 
of it. 

They write from Frankfort of the 21ft, That the 
Governour of Keel has fent Advice that great firing 
of Cannon had been heard about Fryburg, from 
which it is conjectur’d that the French have again 
attack’d the Caftle of Heiterfheim. 

Clams an. 23. Some days ago 100 Men of the 
Garrifon of Rhinberg fallied out to make an attempt 
on the Line which the Confederates have drawn be- 
fore that Place, but a Party coming at the fame time 
to relieve the Guard, the French were fo well re- 
ceiv’d, that 20 of them were kill’d or weunded, and 
the reft taken and carried to Wefel. 

From the Paris Gazette, dated Jan. 27. 

Letters from Namur of the 13th advife, that the 
Count de Reignac, Governour of Limburg , having 
form’d a defign to furprize two Troops of Dutch 
Horfe at Rangeradr, a Village in the Country of 
Juliers 13 Leagues from Limburg, and lying in the 
midft of the Enemy’s Quarters, chofe.60 Men, gave 
the Command of them to the Sieur Maquinet, and 
fent them out of the Town in fmall numbers, or- 
dering them to Rendezvous at acertain place. On 
the 8th at Ten a clock at Night they arriv’d ac 
Rangeradt, and got into the place by a breach 
which they had before taken notice of, and drew 
up in the middle of the place ; the Enemy who was 
advertifed of their coming and was under Arms at 
the Gates, came and charg’d them,but were beaten ; 
two of their Officers and 13 Troopers were kill'd, 
and the Commander and 27 Horfes taken, who were 
brought to Limburg on the 12th, crofs the Enemy’s 
Quarters, who purfu’d our Men tho’ to no purpofe. 
In this Action there were but 2 of the French kill'd 
and 2 wounded. 

From the Paris Gazette a la main, dated Jan. 26. 

A Courier has brought Advice from Luxemburg, 
that Collonel la Croix, having ccnvoy’d into Bonn a 
Sum of Money to pay that Garrifon ; in his return 
from thence being inform’d that the Caftle of Saf- 
femburg was Befieg’d by fome Dutch Troops com- 
manded by Lieutenant-General Somerfield, with 5 
Pieces of Cannon and 2 Mortars, he made a fhew of 
attacking them on one fide, and took an opportunity 
on the other, to convey 40 Men into the place, by 
which the Enemy were oblig’d to raife the Siege.
